The present condition of the markets for farm products 
which is spelling ruin for so many farmers, is directly 
traceable to the neglect, incompetency, and maladminis­ 
tration at Washington. 
• 
The Underwood tariff bill, the operations of which 
were suspended during the war, is getting in its work. 
For the first eight months of this year, the IMPORTS 
of foodstuffs in£o the United States exceeded the EX­ 
PORTS of foodstuffs. Instead of our feeding the world, 
the rest of the world is helping to feed us. Canadian 
wheat is coming across the border free of duty. Austra­ 
lian wool and mutton has ruined the market tor the 
home product. The importation of vegetable oils has in­ 
creased 160 per cent in the last year. For the first time 
in many years the removal of protective tariff from farm 
products has brought our farmers in competition with 
other parts of the world. 


The market for cattle and hogs is such that stock 
men afe suffering great losses. 
During the war the demand for foodstuffs and other 
products was so great that there was no danger of im­ 
portations affecting home markets, but two years after 
the war ended, with other countries getting back nearer 
to normal conditions as to production, we are beginning 
to reap the results of tariff tinkering. 
• The federal reserve board has refused to extend 
credits so that farmers might be enabled to hold their 
crops. The secretary of the treasury has stated that 
he would do nothing to h^lp keep up “fictitious” prices 
for products. Liquidation of farmers* paper in the banks 
is being demanded, and this will force the sale of wheat 
and cotton and livestock, regardless of the condition of 
the market. There is on the part of the Wilson adminis­ 
tration, a lack of sympathy for the farming interests of 
the country that prevents helpful artion.

The condition of the cotton market is particularly 
ruinous. The crops made with high-priced labor will not, 
at present prices, bring the cost of production. 
Six weeks ago the Democratic speakers were appeal­ 
ing for the vote of the farmers by calling attention to 
the high prices of farm products and claiming that these 
prices were the result of the efforts of the Democratic 
administration at Washington.

Europe is as badly frightened as 
we and is holding off our falling 
market in anticipation of still lower 
prices. The consuming public is vir­ 
tually buying from hand to mouth. 
The retail distributor is fearful lest 
he be caught overstocked in a fall­ 
ing market. The jobber has great I 
difficulty in reducing-his surplus. 
Contract goods come in faster than \ 
he can sell. 
His warehouses are! 
clogged and naturally he is buying. 
with extreme caution. 
As for the manufacturer he has 
been curtailing prbduction for sev­ 
eral months, and the indications are 
that he will still further reduce his I 
output until production cost mak<-sS 
lower selling prices possible, and 
Improves demand. 
All along the line from the raw. 
product to the finished goods, there 
has been a lowering of prices and i 
the process 
m a y not be finished, 
hut there can be nothing like a I 
crash of values. Goods produced *to 
meet the exigencies of war may 
have a big tumble, but as for the 
remainder we need not fear any-! 
thing like a serious breakdown in 
market values. 
Europe Needs Our Goods. 
Europe needs much from us in 
the way of manufactured goods for 
her factories are just getting under 
way and her producing organization, 
as a whole, is only a makeshift 
machine. 
As 
far 
our 
foodstuffs 
Europe 
must have them, even at a high 
cost. 
It may take some time to work 
off a lot of our high priced goods, 
and it will be some days before tim 
business world 
will get over its 
fright, 
but 
it 
appears 
inevitable 
that the more we look calmly at 
the tomorrow, the brighter it will 
appear. There is nothing very wrong 
"with our condition except that we 
have been going a little too fast. 
The let-up we are having will soon 
right matters and a long prosperous 
season must follow. 
Anyone inclined to look upon the 
near future with pessimistic eyes 
should 
reflect 
that 
great 
public 
works are not projected in every 
part of the country and are only 
waiting on the day when prohibit­ 
ive prices for labor and material

Tom Wade, Just Back from 
East, Sees a Great 
Victory. 


OKLAHOMA-.CITY, 
Oct. 
27.— 
“Cox and Roosevelt will carry New 
York, Ohio and Indiana. Our repub­ 
lican friends and even some of our 
pessimistic democrats may be in­ 
clined to scoff at that prediction, 
but I make it in all sincerity and 
confidence that it will be fulfilled 
November 2.” That was the declara­ 
tion tonight of Tom E. Wade of 
Marlow, former democratic national 
committeeman, who returned today 
from a visit in the east. 
“The drift to Cox is astounding. 
It has assumed the proportions of a 


landslide," Wade continued. “Inde­ 
pendents and pro-league republicans 
are flocking to Cox’s side by the 
thousands." 
“I attribute this in a very large 
me sa lire to the fact that Cardinal 
Gibbons has declared emphatically 
for the league of nations," Wade 
declared. “In his interview the noted

I believe before he start-i 
ed that fully two-thirds of his au­ 
dience were anti-leaguers, when he 
had finished his expose of the in- 
siduous and poisonous propaganda 
of misrepresentation of the league 


which has been sown among Irish 
voters for over a year by the re­ 
publican machine, the demonstra­ 
tion was tremendous." 
Wade stopped in Chicago and con­ 
ferred with leaders in the demo­ 
cratic western headquarters. "Fully 
half of the speakers that Jim Mc-

CITY MANAGER IN 
MUSKOGEE TURNS 
DOWN PAY BOOST 


MUSKOGEE, Oct. 28.— After the 
city council had passed an ordinance 
raising his salary from $6,000 to 
$10,000 a year, City Manager R. P. 
Harrison induced the councilmen to 
rescind their action and strike the 
ordinance from the records. Coun­ 
cilmen declared that the measure 
would be passed later when condi­ 
tions were more favorable to “pay 
the city manager what he’s worth." 
This is only one of the rather 
unusual actions of City Manager 
Harrison in the six months sinq^ he 
has taken office. 
“We can’t afford to put the man- 
ageriml form of government open to 
criticism," he declared, in declining 
the $4,000 salary boost. “Wait un­ 
til we have tried the managerial 
form of government and the mana­ 
ger for at least a year— and then 
determine how much he should be 
paid. 
Let’s postpone any decisive 
notion." 
B cause the city manager is a re­ 
publican and several of the council­ 
men are also of that party, the new 
government has met much opposi- 
1 ion in certain quarters. 
But the 
councilmen believe that in Mr. Har­ 


rison, former federal court clerk. 
th e y have an ideal manager and 
that the form of government is the 
best that can be devised for cities. 
Some of the accomplishments the 
managerial fonn and the new ad­ 
ministration fan boast of for the 
first six months of existence in­ 
clude: Moving of offices from old 
city hall to uptown office building,
